The Atlantic telegraph company recently 


deputed Mr. F. C. Webb, an engineer of 
considerable experience in tenting and ex- 
iierimenting on telegraph cable, and his re- 
port is published in the English papers. 
.After detailing the scientific results of his 
.experiments, concludes as follows : 


'< I am of the opinion that a serious fault 


.exists about 203 statute miles from Valen- 
cia, measured along the cable, and that the 
cable between that spot and this shore is 
comparatively perfect. Teats trom here 
cannot now decide whether the cable is me- 
chanically severed, as all attempts to detect 
the reception of the most intense currents 
from the opposite shore have long since 
proved fruitless. Still, from various cir- 
cumstances attendant on the decline of the 
insulation, there is every reason to believe 
that the continuity, both of the cable and 
the conductor, is perfect } whether any oth- 
.t-r exists beyond the one alluded to, it is 
impossible to ascertain by tests from Va- 
lentin, and the fact that signals received nt 
Valentin were always better than those re- 
ceived at Newfoundland, proves undoubted- 
ly that worse insulation has always been 
near Valentia. Therefore, it seems proba- 
ble that if the fault which exists ou this 
coast, which very likely proves the princi- 
pal cause of leakage, could be removed, the 
insulation would be so far removed as to 
render the cable again available for signal- 
jug, provided the fault, which is said by 
fhoso who have tested from Newfoundland, 
to exist near Trinity Bay, waa repaired."
